HICAGO, Oct. 18.—To date the automobile manufac-| 
turer has indicated that the used car menace is a dealer | 


problem and must be solved 


by the dealer alone. At the} 


same time the industry perpetuates a system of merchanidis- 
ing that under penalty of business destruction makes it} 
impossible for the dealer to solve it. 


It must be obvious by now, if you 
have followed our discussion, that 
inasmuch as the “used car prob- 
lem,” so-called, is created by fac- 
tors over which the dealer has no 


control, it likewise is impossible for | 


the dealer to manage the effects 
resulting from those causes. ‘fh 
used car problem demands that th-s 
Situation be understood as it is. 


The used car is an inseparable 
part of the new car business. In- 
separable for manufacturer and 
dealer, and the quicker that sales- 
men, dealers and manufacturers 
agree upon this point, the better 
for all concerned. One of my 
principal objections to all “used 
car plans” advanced in the past 
was long ago summed up in the 
Statement that “a dealer who is 
so incompetent that he has to 
organize an outside agency to 
take over his used car depart- 
ment ought to go one step fur- 
ther and organize another agency 
to take over his new car depart- 
ment.” But that does not mean 
that it is just a dealer's problem. 
‘It is the problem of the industry, 
created by all, and it can be 
solved only by the intelligent, co- 
operative and just dealing of 
those who are responsible for its 
existence. Its solution is not a 
matter of dealer action, or action 
of factory sales managers. It de- 
mands action by factory presi- 
dents and boards ef directors and 
consent of stockholders to essen- 
tial revision of far-reaching poli- 
cies.

There is only one reform that 
need be effected to bring about the 
Solution of the used car problem, 
which reform may be stated in its 
alternative terms:— 

A. Give the dealer absolute con- 
trol of the entire merchandis- 
ing situation. 

Abandon all automobile retail- 
ing to the manufacturer. 
Retain the present system of 
merchandising, but with safe- 
guards created whereby control 
as it now is vested WILL NOT 
BE USED TO THE INJURY 
OF THE DEALER. 


In my opinion the dealer body as 
it is constituted is not capable of 
taking over the first named func- 
tion. Even if it were capable of 
doing so, the split-up of control into 
SO many units would defeat its own 
end and prove a serious drawback 
to the progress of the industry. I 
will skip discussion here of Point B 
until near the end of the argument. 
The simpler, more effective and 
more economical, I believe, would be 
the adoption of the last named. It 
is easier to place a governor upon a 
power device already in existence 
than it is to build an entirely new 
machine to get the amount of energy 
needed. 

Under the present system of mer- 
chandising which inherently created 
the “used car problem” and which 
enlarges it with each added year, 
the dealer has much to fear, if not 
more, from his own manufacturer's 
ambitions than he has from the 
depredations of his competitors. To 
illustrate :— 

One retail organization has made 
little or no money for three years 
and hundreds of its dealers have 
dug deep into their capital, because 
the factory refused to believe that 
the merchandise it was building was

England today is as seriously in 
the throes of a used car problem 
as is the United States, despite the 
fact that the industry in England| 
is permitted to combine, in @ man- | 
ner absolutely forbidden in the} 
United States, to maintain prices} 
and blacklist dealers who do not, 
observe list prices. Under the} 
| British “trade union act” no action | 
shall lie against any registered 
“trade union” for any of its corpo- 
rate activities. Manufacturers in 
England, taking advantage of this 
immunity from criminal indictment, 
cancel the franchises of dealers who 
sell their mew automobiles at cut 
prices, or give away accessories or 
equipment to induce retail sales. 
The dealer body maintains a regu- 
lar spy system to detect and report 
dealers who sell unfairly. Ameri- 
can manufacturers would face 
criminal indictment at least if they 
attempted such drastic regulation 
in this country.

Sales Article, 


Says Shattuck 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 
VER notice how a pitcher 
of a baseball club will 


cover his shoulder and arm—~ 
his pitching wing—after com- ~ 


ing out of the box? They say 
there’s a reason. It’s to keep 


the old soupbone, as the sport- 
ing writers call it, warm and 
thereby efficient. 

Gasoline engines may be com- 
pared to baseball pitchers. Both 
have their good and bad days, 
but when the engine is off there's 
a reason also. And the off days of 
the gas engine are nearly with us, 
for already we are having some 
pretty cool nights and mornings, 
and it is then that the engine has 
to be treated a little carefully be- 
fore it becomes sufficiently warn 
to function as it should. 

Many a car owner races the en- 
gine to warm it up on a cold morn- 
which is abuse. And because 
fuel is not ‘so volatile as it 
used to be in the old days of the 
two-lunger, the automobile engineers 


| set about to devise some device that 


would not make it necessary to race 
the engine and use the choke so 
long. And as a result these en- 
gineers took a leaf out of the book 
of the heating engineers and incor- 
porated a thermostat in the cir- 
culating system of the engine. 

And later on, certain manufac- 
turers marketed thermostats that 
could be easily installed on cars not 
thermostatically factory equipped. 
Now, these little jiggers are quite 
compact and can be inserted in the 
circulating system, generally in one 
of the hose connecting the cylinder 
block with the radiator. They auto- 
matically retard the flow of the 
water, thereby giving the engine a 
chance to become warm. These 
little devices are a sort of door that 
opens and closes and in proportion 
to requirements. 

And quite a number of dealers, 
garages and service stations have 
sold and will sell these devices if 
they explain to the car owner just 
what the thermostat is and how it 
works. By explanation is not meant 
the technical terms of the device, 
put a plain, everyday description of 
how the device works and what it 
accomplishes. pe, 
the owner wants to know is why his 
engine needs one and what it will 
save in dollars and cents. 

Merchandising thermostats is 
not passing out the manufac- 
turer’s printed matter. As a rule 
there is much reading and the 
average owner won’t read when 
you are trying to interest him. 

Sell the themostat direct. Show 
the prospect how simple it is to 
install it, what it will do and how 
it will do it. Point out how much 
gas it will save by gradualiy 
warming up the engine and muci 
quicker than if there were no 
thermostat. Point out why racing 
an engine is paving the way for 
repair expense. 

If the thermostat 
claimed of it any dealer is war- 
in installing one on the 
basis of satisfaction or your money 
When an article is offered 
for sale on this basis, and installed 
on the car, mighty few owners will 
return and ask for their money 
back. But no item of equipment 
will give satisfaction unless adapted 
to the work it must do, is properly. 
installed and properly sold. An 

rticle is only half sold if it does 
not please the buyer. Merely get- 
ting the money is but a half sale,
